CLEAN RECORD FROM

Dealer, Roy Creighton 
Leases Local Business 





Pioneer Upland Merchant Will Continue With | 
Sporting Goods Store 


After 30 years as gasoline deal- 
er in Upland, Roy Creighton is re- 
tiring from the business. Today 
Marvin Voth, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
W. O. Voth of Alta Loma, who has 
been employed in Creighton’s ser- 
vice station at C street and Sec- 
ond avenue for the past year, is 
the new proprietor, having leased 
the station from Mr. Creighton. 
The sporting goods store will con- 
tinue to be operated by Mr. 
Creighton. 

Since 1910, Mr. Creighton has 
been selling gasoline to Upland 
motorists. He is said to have 
been in the gasoline business con- 
tinuously longer than any other 
man in California. 

NO PUMPS 

Being a service station operator 
today is entirely different from 
the same business 30 years ago. 
In the “good old days” there was 
no such thing as an automobile 
pump. Garages stored gasoline in 
tanks above ground and when a 
customer came to buy fuel, the at- 
tendant would measure out five 
gallons in a can from the tank 
and pour it into the tank of the 
waiting vehicle. Thus, every drop 
of gasoline that was sold had to 
be handled twice. 


HORSE-DRAWN TANK 

The method of distributing gas- 
oline to retailers differed consid- 
erably, too. From tank cars 
brought by rail gasoline was 
pumped into tank wagons. Since 
a tank truck was unheard of then, 
all tanks were mounted on wag- 
ons, drawn by teams. So when 
Mr. Creighton needed to refill his 
tank, a tank wagon would draw up 
in back of his place of business 
and transfer the gas to his 300- 
gallon receptacle. Now trucks un- 
load 2700 gallons at one time to 
underground tanks. 

In 1912 Mr. Creighton startled 
the motorists of Upland by  in- 
stalling the first gasoline pump, 
placed in the sidewalk in front of 
his shop. When “Doc” Kankel and 
others drove their one and two- 
lung Reos up to be refueled, it was 
from this pump that they were 
served. 

SIX CARS HERE 


the late Dr. Myers, Harry Ken- 

nedy and Gus Hanson. In fact, in 

1906 when Mr. Creighton first en- 

tered the automobile business (be- 
ing employed by John Rarick at 
his bicycle and garage on Euclid 
avenue) there were only six auto- 
mobiles in Upland. 

Asked how so few cars could 
keep a garage mechanic busy, ke 
replied: “Cars in those days fur- 
nished more business for a garage 
since they broke down so fre- 
quently.” 

Many were the calls that Mr. 
Creighton has answered to repair | 
a flat tire. In those days no one 
thought of carrying a spare. In- 
stead, the motorist had to take his 
tire off the rim, patch the hole, and 
remount it, and then to top off the 
little chore, the tire had to be 

pumped up by hand. Half an hour 
was considered about the mini- 
mum for repairing a flat. 

Since Mr. Creighton started op- 
erating his own business (and he 
has been in the bicycle, garage, |
